Windows 3.1x 

From Program Manager, double-click on the Disney 
Interactive program group to open it, then double-click on 
the Winnie the Pooh and the Honey Tree icon to begin 


playing. 


Windows 95 

If your CD-ROM drive is AutoPlay-compliant, an introduction 
screen will automatically appear when the CD-ROM is insert- 
ed in the CD-ROM drive. Click on Play to start. If the intro- 
duction screen does not appear after you have installed the 
program, click on Start and point to Programs; from the 
Programs sub-menu, point to Disney Interactive and 
select Winnie the Pooh and the Honey Tree.

The Honeybee is your cursor. Use your mouse to 
make the Honeybee fly to move around the screen. 


Press the Right Arrow or Left 
Arrow key to turn the story’s 
pages forward or back. Press 
either key to leave an activity. 
You can also press the Right 
Arrow key to fast forward past 
opening title screens. 


The Honeybee’s wings fold back and turn black 
when it comes to a clickable part of the screen. 


Click on the Musical Notes to sing along with 


Winnie the Pooh and his friends. Press the Spacebar at any 


time to go to Piglet and The 
Road to the Hundred-Acre 
Wood, where you can choose 
another way to enjoy Disney’s 
Winnie the Pooh and the 
Honey Tree Animated 
StoryBook CD-ROM. 


On some screens there are Toys instead of Musical 
Notes. Click on the Toys to play a game. 


Click on the Left Arrow icon to turn back a page 
or leave an activity. 


Press L to switch from English 


Click on the Open Book to hear the page read again. to Spanish and back again. 


Click on the Dictionary to highlight words from the 
story. Click on a highlighted word to hear it defined. 
Windows users can exit the 
program by pressing the Alt 
and F4 keys at the same time. 


Click on the Right Arrow icon to turn a page 
forward or leave an activity. 


Click on the Doorway to go back to Piglet and the 

Road to the Hundred-Acre Wood, where you can 

choose another way to enjoy Disney’s Winnie the 

Pooh and the Honey Tree Animated StoryBook | 
CD-ROM, unless, you are in Pick-a-Page, where you 

get a chance to select another page. 


Macintosh users can quit the 
program by pressing the 
Command + Q keys at the 
same time (Command is the 
Apple or Clover key). 


The Road to the Hundred Acre Wood 


When you start Disney’s Winnie the Pooh and the Honey Tree 
Animated StoryBook CD-ROM, or whenever you press the space- 
bar, you will come to Piglet on The Road to the Hundred-Acre Wood. 
Here Piglet waits to help you on your way. Just click on one of the 
signposts to choose your favorite way to enjoy Disney’s Winnie the 
Pooh and the Honey Tree Animated StoryBook CD-ROM, to 
learn more about Disney’s Animated StoryBook, to change from 
English to Spanish or back again, or to exit to your desktop. 


Click on the Read and Play signpost for Disney’s 
Animated StoryBook to come to life. 


Click on the Read signpost to hear the story 

read aloud without games or sing alongs. Click any- 
where on the screen to return to Piglet on the Road 
to make other choices. 


Click on the How to Play signpost to hear Piglet’s 
introduction. During the introduction you may click 
anywhere on the screen with your mouse to return 
to Piglet on the Road. 


Click on the Spanish signpost to change the story, 
songs and signs to Spanish. When the signpost reads 
Inglés, click on it again to change Disney’s Winnie 
the Pooh and the Honey Tree Animated 
StoryBook CD-ROM back to English. You can also 
press the L key on your keyboard to switch from 
English to Spanish or back again. 


Click on the Pick-A-Page signpost to go directly to 
your favorite part of the story, game or song. 


Click on the Goodbye signpost to leave Disney’s 
sby&$q Winnie the Pooh and the Honey Tree Animated 
«<7 StoryBook. Then, click on Yes to leave or No to 
return to The Road to the Hundred-Acre Wood. 


Read and Play 


When you choose Read and Play, there are many ways to 
have fun while you enjoy hearing the story read aloud. 


Click on the Open Book to hear the page read 
again. 


Click on the Dictionary to highlight words from 
the story. Click on a highlighted word to hear it 
defined. 


Explore each page to discover the surprises that change 
every time you find them. 


Have fun discovering all the hidden surprises on each page. 
Remember, when the Honeybee’s wings fold back and turn 
black, you have found a surprise. Click on it to see what it 
might be. 


Some pages will have Musical Notes in the lower left-hand 
corner. Click on the Musical Notes and Winnie the Pooh 
will tell you the name of the song he and his friends are 
about to sing and invite you to sing along too. The lyrics are 
highlighted as they are sung, making it easy to follow along. 


Click on the Notes again to sing along another 
time. 


Click on the Left Arrow icon to go back to the 
story page you were on before. 


Click on the Right Arrow icon to move to the next 
page. 


Click on the Doorway to go back to Piglet and the 
Road to the Hundred-Acre Wood, where you can choose 
another way to enjoy Disney’s Winnie the Pooh and 
the Honey Tree Animated StoryBook CD-ROM. 


When you choose Read and Play, some pages will have Toys in 
the bottom left- hand corner. Click on the Toys to play games 
with Piglet, Rabbit and Roo. When done, you can click on the 
Toys again to play once more. 


Help Piglet Find the Toys 

Christopher Robin has asked Piglet to get six toys from his 
tree house and Piglet needs your help. He describes each toy 
by color, shape, use or sound. Click on the toy that you think 
Piglet has described. If you choose the correct toy, it goes into 
Christopher Robin’s toy bag. If not, try again. Once the toy 
bag is filled, Christopher Robin comes to get it. Click again on 
the Toys in the lower left-hand corner to help Christopher 
Robin find different toys. 


Help Rabbit Find the Hidden Honey Pot 

Rabbit likes to keep an extra honey pot hidden in his pantry, 
but he hid this one so well, he needs your help to find it. Click 
on the different cupboard doors, baskets, and pictures to look 
inside and behind them. You might find all sorts of things. 
When you find the honey pot, Rabbit will be so grateful. 


Click on the Toys in the lower left-hand corner to 
play again. This time, Rabbit might have hidden the 
honey pot somewhere else.

Help Rabbit Clean Up 

Rabbit needs some help cleaning up after Winnie the Pooh’s 
visit. Click on something that Pooh knocked over, like a 
honey pot, then click on the outlined spot where it belongs. 
When you have finished putting things back in place, Rabbit 
will come back to thank you. Once Rabbit’s house is cleaned 
up, the toys in the bottom left-hand corner will disappear. 


Read 


If you choose Read (instead of Play) from The Road to the 
Hundred-Acre Wood screen you can sit back and hear the 
story read aloud. The Honeybee does not appear, and the 
Open Book, Dictionary, right and left Arrows, Musical Notes, 
Toys and Doorway cannot be used. 


Press the Right Arrow or Left Arrow icon to turn 
the story’s pages forward or back. 


Click anywhere on the screen to return to Piglet on The Road 
to Be See sip as Wood 


Press the Spacebar to go 
back to Piglet and The 
Road to the Hundred-Acre 
Wood. 


Pick-A- Page 
When you choose Pick-a-Page, a signpost appears with Right 
and Left Arrows below a screen in the center. 


Click once on the Right Arrow selector to turn a page 
forward in the story. Click and hold down on the Right 
Arrow to move quickly forward. 


Click once on the Left Arrow selector to turn a page back in 
the story. Click and hold down on the Left Arrow to move 
quickly back. 


As you leaf through the story’s pages, each scene appears 
in the center of the signpost while the honey pot slides back 
and forth to show your position. When your favorite scene 
appears on the signpost, just click on it once to go there 
directly. You can then hear the story read aloud and take 
part in all the activities described in the Read and Play 
section earlier in this handbook. 


You can also go straight to your favorite songs and games, 
which appear after the story pages in Pick-a-Page. Just click 
and hold down on the Right Arrow selector until your 
favorite activity appears in the center screen, then click on it 
to start the fun right away. 


From an activity, click on the Left Arrow or Right Arrow 
icon to go back to the preceding story page. 


Once you have gone straight to a story page or activity from 
Pick-a-Page, click on the Doorway in the lower left-hand 
corner of the screen to return to Pick-a-Page, where you can 
choose a different page or activity. Once back in Pick-a-Page, 
click on the Doorway again to return to Piglet and The Road 
to the Hundred-Acre Wood, where you can choose another way 
to enjoy Disney’s Winnie the Pooh and the Honey Tree 
Animated StoryBook CD-ROM.
